Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1950. 

As  in  former  years  the  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  contained  in  Memorandum  302/S.A.  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  volume  of  tonnage  entering  the  district  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year  but  the  number  of  vessels  arriving  shows  a decrease 
of  700  when  compared  with  the  figure  for  1949. 

Twenty  cases  of  infectious  or  suspected  infectious  disease 
received  hospital  treatment  and  in  all  instances  every  assistance  was 
given  by  the  Medical  Superintendents  of  the  hospitals  concerned 
and  by  the  Hull  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  to  facilitate  the 
admission  of  the  patients. 

The  rat  population  on  vessels  continues  to  diminish  which  must 
be  ascribed  to  the  energetic  rat  repression  measures  carried  out  in 
the  years  following  the  war. 

The  Officers  of  the  Authority  have  continued  to  perform  their 
various  duties  in  a highly  satisfactory  manner  and  I take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  them  lor  their  loyal  support. 

Dr.  Appleton,  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  Goole 
has  continued  to  give  valuable  help  at  the  Port  of  Goole, 


Thanks  are  also  tendered  to  H.M.  Collector  of  Customs  and  his 
Officers,  especially  the  Waterguard ; to  H.M.  Inspector  (Home 
Office — Aliens  Branch)  and  his  staff  ; to  the  Pilots  and  Dock  Masters, 
and  to  the  Owners,  Agents  and  Masters  of  vessels  for  their  continued 
co-operation.  I am  also  grateful  to  the  Docks  and  Inland  Water- 
ways Executive  at  Hull  and  Goole  for  supplying  information 
regarding  the  trade  of  the  respective  ports. 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Authority  have  continued 
throughout  the  year  to  take  a keen  interest  in  Port  Health  Work.

Amount  of  Shipping  entering  the  Port 

during  the  year 

During  1950,  9,887  vessels  entered  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Goole 
with  a total  net  tonnage  of  6,471,638  as  against  10,587  vessels  with  a 
total  net  tonnage  of  6,474,941  in  1949. 

In  the  year  under  review,  527  ships  were  boarded  by  the  Medical 
Officers  of  the  Authority ; this  shows  an  increase  of  17  when 
compared  with  the  figure  for  1949. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  visited  6,588  vessels,  on  697  of  which 
sanitary  defects  were  discovered  ; 237  of  these  were  rectified.  In 
1949,  the  figures  were  respectively  6,750,  809  and  313.  Details  of 
this  work  will  be  found  in  Appendix  1 , pages  52-57.

These  boats  are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  by  the  Authority’s 
Inspectors,  who  report  immediately  any  conditions  which  require 
attention.  The  vessels  are  cleaned  out  periodically  and  the  tanks 
cement-washed,  with  the  exception  of  three  boats  in  the  St.  Andrew’s 
Dock.  The  tanks  on  these  vessels  are  lined  with  a bitumastic 
material  and  are  scrubbed  down  at  regular  intervals.  In  addition 
to  these  measures  samples  are  taken,  from  time  to  time,  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination.

Eighteen  water  samples  obtained  from  vessels  and  water-boats 
were  examined.

Where  the  water  samples  were  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
as  the  result  of  the  chemical  or  bacteriological  findings,  instructions 
were  issued  for  the  water  tanks  to  be  cleansed  and  cement- 
washed  and  re-hlled  with  fresh  water  at  this  port. 

In  certain  instances,  owing  to  the  short  stay  of  the  vessels  in 
port,  it  was  impossible  to  carry  out  these  instructions  but  the 
masters  of  the  vessels  concerned  were  advised  to  boil  the  water 
before  use  and  to  cleanse  and  re-fill  the  tanks  at  the  next  port  of 
call.  In  all  cases  where  the  vessels  were  proceeding  to  British  ports 
the  respective  Port  Medical  Officers  of  Health  were  notified  of  the 
circumstances. 

PORT  HEALTH  REGULATIONS,  1933  & 1945 

During  the  year  25  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  found  on 
vessels  arriving  at  the  port  ; 24  of  these  were  members  of  crews, 
and  1 was  a passenger. 

The  cases  were  as  follows: — Influenza  1,  malaria  11,  tubercu- 
losis 4,  pneumonia  1,  mumps  5,  measles  2,  and  dysentery  1. 

Of  the  37  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  on  vessels  during 
the  voyage  but  disposed  of  prior  to  arrival,  32  were  cases  of  malaria. 

No  case  or  suspected  case  of  human  plague,  cholera,  yellow 
fever  or  smallpox  occurred  within  the  area  of  the  Authority  during 
1950. 

Details  of  cases  of  infectious  sickness  landed  from  vessels  are 
shown  in  Table  C,  page  19,  and  in  Table  D,  page  19,  particulars  of 
cases  of  infectious  sickness  occurring  on  vessels  during  the  voyage 
but  disposed  of  prior  to  arrival. 

Appendix  2 (pages  46-48)  gives  a monthly  return  of  the  ships 
boarded  by  Medical  Officers  and  their  ports  of  origin.

Ambulances  for  the  removal  of  patients  to  hospital  are  provided 
at  all  times  by  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Ambulance  Service.  Vans 
are  also  available  for  the  conveyance  of  bedding,  etc.,  to  and  from 
the  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  THE  BACTERIOLOGICAL  OR 
PATHOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  RATS  FOR  PLAGUE 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  rats  for  plague  is  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  directed  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  OTHER  BACTERIOLOGICAL 
OR  PATHOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  foodstuffs  and 
drinking  water  from  ships’  tanks  is  performed  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service.

HOURS  OF  THE  AVAILABLE  FACILITIES  FOR  THE

IONAL ARRANGEMENTS,  INCLUDING  IN-PATIENT

the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

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MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS 

STEPS  TAKEN  FOR  DETECTION  OF  RODENT  PLAGUE 

(a)  On  Ships  in  the  Port 

The  Authority’s  Rodent  Searchers  continue  to  trap  vessels 
from  Infected  Areas  and  on  all  other  ships  where  there  is  evidence 
of  a rat  population. 

All  rats  trapped  or  found  dead  on  board  are  brought  to  the 
office,  where  a proportion  of  those  trapped  and  all  found  dead  are 
submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  examination  for  the  presence  of  disease. 

(b)  On  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  in  the  vicinity 

of  the  Port. 

Although  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  does  not  extend  to 
the  neighbouring  quays,  wharves,  warehouses,  etc.,  the  rat  catchers 
of  the  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive  (North  Eastern 
Region),  from  time  to  time  submit  rats  which  have  been  caught  in 
their  warehouses  for  bacteriological  examination.  These  are 
submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  examination. 

Table  F (page  21)  gives  details  of  the  rats  caught  month  by 
month. 

MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  PASSAGE  OF 

RATS  BETWEEN  SHIPS  AND  THE  SHORE 

All  ships  from  “ Infected  Areas  ” are  required  to  place  efficient 
rat  guards  on  all  mooring  ropes  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats 
between  ships  and  the  shore.  The  Port  Health  Inspectors  pay  daily 
visits  to  ships  to  see  that  this  order  is  carried  out. 


METHODS  OF  DERATISATION 

Ships  . — Three  methods  of  rat  destruction  were  used  at  this  port 
during  the  year  : (1)  Fumigation  by  Idydrogen  Cyanide,  (2)  Fumiga- 
tion by  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  (3)  Trapping.  Poisoning  was  not  used 
as  a means  of  deratisation. 

Particulars  of  the  work  undertaken  during  the  year  are  shown 
in  Tables  G and  H (pages  22-23). 

Premises  in  the  Vicinity  of  Docks  and  Quays. — Trapping 
and  poisoning  are  the  only  methods  used  by  the  rat  catchers 
employed  by  the  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive  (North 
Eastern  Region).

Smoke  Nuisances 

Vessels  lying  in  the  docks  have  been  watched  and,  where 
necessary,  those  in  charge  of  fires  on  board  have  been  cautioned 
and  requested  to  be  careful  when  firing  up,  so  as  to  avoid  creating  a 
nuisance  by  the  emission  of  black  smoke. 


Parrots  (Prohibition  of  Import)  Regulations,  1930 

In  accordance  with  the  above  regulations,  16  parrots,  6 budge- 
rigars and  2 love-birds  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

The  effect  of  these  regulations  is  to  prevent  the  importation  of 
parrots  into  this  country,  except  in  certain  exceptional  cases. 
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PUBLICITY 

During  the  post-war  years  the  Officers  of  the  Authority  have 
collected  and  prepared  appropriate  material  with  the  object  of 
conveying  to  the  public,  through  the  medium  of  an  exhibition  stall, 
some  idea  of  the  work  which  is  carried  out  by  a Port  Health 
Authority. 

This  stall  has  been  erected  at  various  Merchant  Navy  and  other 
similar  exhibitions  throughout  Yorkshire  and  a keen  interest  has  at 
all  times  been  displayed  by  the  general  public  on  these  occasions. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  effort  made  by  your  Officers  to  give  the 
public  an  insight  into  the  affairs  of  a section  of  the  Public  Health 
Service,  a section  which  perhaps  does  not  receive  its  due  amount 
of  publicity,  was  appreciated. 

The  exhibits  displayed  on  these  occasions  have  consisted  mainly 
of  • photographs  dealing  with  all  aspects  of  Port  Health  work, 
apparatus  and  equipment  used  in  deratisation  and  disinfestation  of 
ships  and  specimens  of  rats  and  insects  associated  with  ships.  A 
popular  feature  was  the  showing  of  a highly  magnified  rat-flea 
through  an  enclosed  microscope. 

The  Officers  of  the  Authority  continue  to  add  to  and  improve 
the  nature  and  character  of  the  exhibits  if  only  as  a means  of 
bringing  home  to  the  general  public  the  value  and  importance  of 
the  duties  and  work  they  perform  in  the  public  interest. 

A*  photograph  of  the  latest  display  is  reproduced  on  page  26. 
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SHIP  SANITATION 

The  statistics  relating  to  defects  in  Table  A,  page  10  of  this 
report  do  not  present  a complete  picture  of  this  aspect  of  the  work 
of  the  Authority.  Column  (5)  indicates  that  there  were  697  ships 
reported  as  being  defective,  while  column  (6)  records  only  240  of 
these  as  being  remedied.  It  must  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  on 
429  vessels,  British  and  Foreign,  defects  of  original  construction  or 
defects  due  to  structural  alterations  were  found.  Port  Health 
Authorities  have  no  legal  powers  with  regard  to  the  remedying  of 
these  conditions  and  in  practice  the  procedure  is,  so  far  as  British 
ships  are  concerned,  to  forward  a letter  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
informing  them  of  the  existence  of  these  defects  in  order  that  they 
may  take  any  action  considered  necessary.  With  regard  to  foreign- 
owned  ships  having  defects  of  this  type,  the  only  action  available 
is  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Master  to  their  existence  and  to  hope 
for  the  best.  The  recording  of  such  defects  in  foreign  ships  can  be 
useful  if  and  when  comparative  statistics  are  required. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  HEALTH 

During  the  year  twelve  Certificates  of  Health  were  issued  to 
firms  in  respect  of  consignments  of  woollen  rags  and  recovered 
woollen  grease  for  export  to  Russia  and  Turkey  respectively. 


Dangerous  Drugs  (No.  3)  Regulations,  1923 

Four  applications  were  received  for  certificates  to  procure 
dangerous  drugs  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  regulations. 
The  drugs  were  for  use  on  the  following  vessels  : — m.v.  “ Abraham 
Lincoln  ” (Norwegian),  s.s.  " Milly  ” (Liberian),  m.v.  “ Julia  ” 
(Hondurasian)  and  s.s.  “ Turul  ” (Panamanian).

Five  hundred  cases  of  Tinned  Ham  from  South  Africa  were 
placed  under  detention  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  " Official  Certi- 
ficate/’ The  Certificate  later  arrived  by  air  and  the  goods  were 
released.

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OTHER  INSPECTIONS,  ETC. 

As  a result  of  the  unsatisfactory  report  on  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  a sample  of  mussels  taken  at  Hull  from  a consign- 
ment from  Holland,  special  attention  was  paid  to  mussels  arriving 
at  Goole  from  the  same  source.  The  importers  were  notified  that 
future  consignments  of  mussels  would  be  detained  until  the  result 
of  a bacteriological  examination  of  a sample  was  known  and,  in 
consequence,  no  further  consignments  arrived  at  the  Ports  of  Hull 
and  Goole  during  the  year  under  review. 

A request  was  received  from  an  importer  for  permission  to 
import  mussels  from  Holland  for  line-bait.  Permission  was  granted 
after  a written  guarantee  had  been  given  that  the  mussels  would 
not  be  sold  or  otherwise  distributed  for  human  consumption.  No 
mussels,  however,  were  imported  during  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1950.
